Powell Threatens GOP Switch In Fall Campaign 

Harlem Congressman Adam Clayton Powell Jr., 
snubbed by his own Democratic Party because of his 
civil rights views, has consulted top White House 
figures, including Vice Pres. Richard Nixon, about 
supporting President Eisenhower in the fall cam- 
paign, JET has learned. 

Before leaving on his current 13-country tour of 
Europe and Africa, Harlem’s top vote-getter met 
with GOP leaders and disclosed that he was consid- 
ering backing the GOP national ticket in view of his 
own party’s moderate stand on civil rights. Powell, 
however, would not leave the Democratic Party be- 
cause such a move would cost him his seniority in 
Congress. 

Powell told Negro Democratic leaders that he 
would support “the national party which clearly 
spells out in its platform, backed up with speeches 
of its candidates, the civil rights desires of the 
Negro people.” Since Powell has made mid-August 
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air reservations to return to the U. S. for the Democratic 
convention, it is believed he will make a last ditch stand 
for a strong civil rights platform within his own party 
before switching support. 

As a Democrat, Powell, though the first Negro lawmaker 
from the East, has been denied patronage, ostracized and 
snubbed by party leaders because of his long-standing 
feud with Tammany Hall leaders. He was not approved 
as a delegate to the national convention, and is not on 
friendly terms with either New York Gov. Averell Harri- 
man.or former president, Harry Truman. 


Fla. Selon Admits NAACP Membership, Threatened 

A white legislator, who condemned fellow members of 
the Florida House of Representatives for passing legisla- 
tion designed to perpetuate segregation, was warned to 
“get out” of his Miami home “within two hours or you 
will be sorry.” John B. Orr Jr., a Democrat, said he cast 
the lone vote against the measure because he was an 
NAACP member and believed in its principles. Orr said 
he told his family to remain in Lake Placid, N. Y., where 
they were vacationing.

No 
warrant has been issued on the complaint. At the prelimi- 
nary hearing, the complainant will be present and Holly’s 
attorney will have the opportunity of questioning her.

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Diggs Backs Harriman For Presidential Bid 

Congressman Charles C. Diggs Jr. of Detroit announced 
his “wholehearted” support of Gov. Averell Harriman for 
the Democratic Presidential nomination. Commenting on 
his choice, Diggs said: “I have long been saying publicly 
that to win in November we Democrats must have a strong 
civil rights plank and a candidate with a forthright and 
inflexible position on the issue. In my opinion, the distin- 
guished governor of New York, Averell Harriman, is such 
a candidate.” 


Alabama NAACP Balks, Fined $10,000 

The Alabama NAACP was fined $10,000 for contempt of 
court for refusing to make public its records as ordered 
by the State Circuit Court in Montgomery. Judge Walter 
B. Jones warned that he would increase the fine to 
$100,000 if the records were not handed over within a five- 
day period, but said he might revoke the fine if the order 
was met. In New York, Executive Secretary Roy Wilkins 
said that the NAACP did not obey the order because it 
feared reprisals against Alabama members.

White Man Jailed, Hit Negro Who Talked To Own Wife 
A white Pottstown, Pa., tire builder, Anthony Giangia- 
como, 22, was jailed on an aggravated assault charge in 
Atlantic City for hurling a cocktail glass at Negro band- 
leader Romaine Brown because he was talking to his own 
wife. The incident occurred before hundreds of spectators 
in busy Club Harlem, moments after Brown returned to 
the bandstand after chatting with his attractive white 
wife at the bar. Police said Giangiacomo had been glower- 
ing at Brown and his blonde wife as they chatted, then 
suddenly hurled the glass into the bandleader’s face, in- 
flicting a deep gash over his left eye. Giangiacomo was 
jailed, then released under $500 bond pending trial. 








Sorority Leader Named To Democratic National Post 
Mi ad Mrs. Patricia Roberts Harris was 
named a special coordinator with the 
Democratic National Committee in Wash- 
ington and became the first Negro hired 
to a major party post in four years. Mrs. 
Harris, who took leave as director of the 
Washington Bureau of Delta Sigma 
Theta Sorority, will assist Congressman 
William L. Dawson in the upcoming fail 
Mrs. Harris campaign. 
Miss. Writer Says Pentagon Helped ‘Fugitive’ GI 
A Jackson, Miss., newspaper columnist charged Pen- 
tagon “moguls” with obstructing Mississippi justice by 
transferring Air Force Lt. Titus Saunders to Ohio after 
he was jailed on a “drunken driving” charge. Columnist 
Tom Ethridge of the Clarion Ledger called Ohio Gov. 
Frank Lausche’s refusal to grant extradition, “the final 
chapter in this smelly case” and said a Pentagon official 
told the New York Post: “We got him out of Mississippi, 
now it is up to Governor Lausche to keep him out.”

A 23-year-old Langston University commercial edu- 
cation grad, Beulah was no stranger to integration. 
In the summer of 1953 she was the only Negro secre- 
tary-field worker with the Kansas City (Mo.) Assn. 
for the Blind. With her second experience in an all- 
white work force, the Langston, Okla., native admits 
she has been made so welcome that “I can’t single 
out a thing that put me at ease.” With the five white 
secretaries in the department, she is just “one of 
the gang.” 

That Beulah has more on the ball than looks is 
attested by Jake Smart, assistant director of instruc- 
tion, who tabbed her “very efficient, and well ac- 
cepted by the total staff.” 
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Sleeping Man’s Arm Cut Off By Diesel Engine 

A Georgia man lost his right arm while sleeping 
beside a railroad track when a diesel engine ran 
over his temporary bed. He was Willie Fields, 36, of 
near Swainsboro, Ga. Police believe Fields was sleep- 
ing next to a bridge and apparently stretched his 
arm across the railroad track. 











Threaten Suit Over Ala. Negro Vote Registration 

Negro leaders in Tuskegee, Ala., threatened a lawsuit 
over a seven-month breakdown in the operation of the 
Macon County voter registration board, and claimed au- 
thorities have virtually abolished the board in an at- 
tempt to keep well-educated Negroes from Tuskegee In- 
stitute from voting. Meanwhile, Congressman Adam 
Clayton Powell charged that not one of 18,566 Negroes in 
Wilcox, Ala., is permitted to register although all but 179 
of the 4,910 whites in the county are on the rolls.

David was arrested in Costa 
Rica and his mother in Kingston, where she was charged 
with conspiring with Solicitor Harold O. Days in helping 
her son evade police. 
One Dead, 30 Injured In South Africa Riot 

One Negro was killed and six white and 24 other Negroes 
injured during a race riot in the heart of the business 
section of Johannesburg, South Africa. The fighting 
started among several hundred Negroes outside a beer 
hall and erupted into a mob which raced through the 
streets, stoning cars and buses occupied by whites.

Police also arrested the girls’ widowed 
mother, charged her with contributing to the delinquency 
of minors, and released her on $1,000 bond. The men were 
arrested when neighbors complained that the young girls 
went out with the pair regularly. 


Ala. Wife To Face Jury On Lye-Throwing Charge 
An angry Montgomery, Ala., housewife, who told her 
husband to get up off the living room couch where he was 
watching TV because his head was dirtying a sofa pillow, 
then threw hot lye water into his face, was bound over to 
the grand jury on $200 bond. Mrs. Epsie Hurst testified 
she threw the lye into her husband’s face when he started 
to beat her. Her husband, Albert, said his wife started 
wrecking the TV set with an ice pick, which he took away, 
and threw the lye in his face when he awoke from a nap

A total of 24 Negro teachers from South Carolina who 
sacrificed their jobs rather than sign an anti-NAACP affi- 
davit, will be honored by citizens of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis in their “Campaign For Courage” program. Each 
teacher will receive a citation, and a $500 check will be 
given the NAACP on behalf of the teachers. 


Whites Fight Va. Evasion Of School Integration 

A group of 56 white Virginia leaders, led by author Sarah 
Patton Boyle, met in Charlottesville to organize a group 
to fight the state’s policy of evasion of the Supreme 
Court’s school integration decision. Named the Virginia 
Council on Human Rights, the group was described as “a 
rally point for those who wish to uphold the law.” 


Tuskegee Offers 15 Printing Scholarships 

Scholarships of $100 to $300, and other self-help oppor- 
tunities, were offered by Tuskegee Institute, Tuskegee, Ala., 
in an effort to attract qualified students to its four-year 
printing course. School officials said 15 applicants (with 
“C” high school averages) would be accepted, and indi- 
cated that the Institute receives four or five monthly 
requests for graduates, which it cannot fill. 
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Deaf Mich. Scholar Wins 3 Degrees In 5 Years 
A Detroit deaf mute, who studied year- 
round on various scholarships, chalked 
up three degrees since entering Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D. C., five years ago. 
He is Andrew Foster, 31, director of the 
Christian Mission for Deaf Africans in 
Detroit. His degrees include a bachelor of 
arts from Gallaudet, a master of arts in 
education from Michigan State Normal 
College, and a bachelor of arts in mis- 
Foster sions from Seattle Pacific College, Wash- 
ington. Foster is currently working toward a doctorate.

Dr. Charles S. Johnson, president of Fisk University, 
was elected vice-president of the Adult Education Associa- 
tion of the U.S. A., the 13,000-member organization which 
coordinates and promotes adult education throughout the 
nation.

Racial Patterns Cause Conflict, Says Prof. 

New racial patterns stemming from the sweep of 
integration are responsible for social tensions, ac- 
cording to Prof. Will Herberg of Drew University. 
Speaking before a University of Chicago Workshop 
on “Intergroup Tension,” Herberg stated that Ameri- 
cans are the only people who answer the question of 
who are you in terms of nationality, religion and 
race. Nationality differences have come to be “very 
minor,” he said. Religious differences are more trou- 
blesome, but racial patterns are by far the “most 
obvious and urgent” causes of tension.
